He's Our Postmaster 
Say Angry Residents 


LIBAU, Man. (CP)—The protesting people of Libau hired 
Ray Gilson as their personal postmaster today. 

“Iam now carrying out the duties of a postmaster but 
under the pay of the people,”’ said Mr. Gilson. “And it looks 
like I'm going to-be busier than I ever was before.”’ 

Tuesday night Mr. Gilson formally signed over the post 
office duties to a new appointee after an appeal to Ottawa to 
keep him as postmaster failed. 

Officially, the post office has been transferred: from Mr. 
Gilson's general store to a store across the street in this com- 
munity 35 miles northeast of Winnipeg. 

But as “‘postmaster under authorization of the people,”’ he 
set out on his first. 15-mile trip to East Selkirk with mail 
“brought into his store by those who refuse to use the new 
postal establishment. 

The postal subscribers are paying Mr. Gilson $200 a month 
to carry the mail—the same amount he was getting as a 
government postmaster, he said, 

He said he has been given no choice in accepting the new 
appointment. “It's been forced on me. They threatened to 

‘stop shopping in my store and in the one across the street if 
I didn't accept.” 

Libau's postal rebellion began. Monday when Mr. Gilson 
Was prevented from signing transfer papers by a mob of 50 
townspeople who carted him off toa farm in a vigilante action 
aimed at keeping him out of reach of postal authorities.

Deferred 


NORTH ATLANTIC 

Treaty Organization has come 

up with a“hew defensive policy—a 
direct departure from the Dulles 
principle of instant massive retalia- 
tion which has governed NATO 
strategy for the past ten years. The 
fact is, however, that massive re- 


taliation has not been discarded, it” 


has merely been pushed into the 
wings of the strategical theatre of 
war. ; 
So long as there are nuclear 


armaments, the background threat 


of their utilization must constitute 
potential massive retaliation. What 
has happened in NATO is that in- 
stead of being immediate and auto- 
matic, the rain of nuclear missiles on 
an offending state will be deferred 
until orthodox means of defence 
have been employed. The deferment 
could be very brief. 

Under the new policy, Soviet ag- 
gression against western Europe 
would be countered at first with a 
graduated response. . The all - out 
blow would be withheld, and the con- 
ventional attack would be met with 
conventional defence. This would at 
least give time to assess the real in- 
tentions of the aggressor and per- 
haps initiate peace overtures. It 


_ could lead to a debilitating war of at- 


trition, largely by Second World War 
weapons, such as. is seen today in 
Vietnam. The latter development 
would be much less likely, however, 
in the case of an invasion of Europe. 
The escalation would probably be 
much more rapid and the showdown 
much quicker in arriving. 

As a measure to avoid or at least 


Deterrent 


delay nuclear war, the new policy 
has merit. But to the European al- 
lies of NATO it will seem to be con- 
firmation of their fears that in the 
event-of European invasion the Un- 
ited States would hesitate to use its 
exclusively held nuclear armament 
since employment of such missiles 
-would instantly invite trans-Atlantic 
nuclear rockets from Russia. Possi- 
bility of such a delay has long been 
firmly denied by the United States, 
but the question constantly recurs, 
particularly since NATO’s nuclear 
armament lies almost wholly within 
United States control. 

The plan to use short-range nuc- 
lear missiles as a first resort if con- 
ventional defences failed, with this 
to be followed if necessary by long- 
range weapons, offers little on either 
side of the balance. In European 
eyes, it might weaken the deterrence 
against invasion; as regards the Un- 
ited States it would be an open in- 
vitation for Russia to escalate to the 
next stage. 

In total, the new NATO policy 
appears to be less a plan to meet a 
danger than a reflection of the be- 


lief that the danger — invasion by - 


the Soviet Union—is a greatly dimin- 
ished possibility. If it represents also 
an indication to Moscow that all-out 
nuclear warfare is one step removed 
from possibility, it may havea calm- 
ing influence on the general interna- 
tional situation. But the intercontin- 
ental rockets of both nations still 
stand in their silos ready for instant 
jaunching. Printed escalation sched- 
ules for their use do not get around 


that fact. 


Still Under Pressure 


LITTLE MORE THAN THREE 

weeks after Britain devalued 
the pound it is again under attack— 
the dollar indirectly, as well, since 
the demand for gold has boomed up 
again. International financial ex- 
perts point to a number of reasons 
‘for the renewed assault: uncertainty 
over the meaning of the emergency 
meeting of the Bank of International 
Settlement at’ Basle, more French 
manoeuvring to raise the price. of 
gold, lack of confidence in Britain’s 
ability. to improve its situation des- 
pite the devaluation. 

In all likelihood it is a combina- 
tion of these factors which has set 
off the new wave of speculation, but 
loss of confidence in both sterling 
and the dollar is probably the most 
critical. In West Germany in par- 
ticular the conviction is growing 
that the British devaluation was an 
attempt to escape from, rather than 
face up to, their problems; and that 
the United States must deal with its 
balance of payments problem before 
confidence in the dollar can be res- 
tored. 

The influential newspaper Die 
Zeit, for example, commenting on 
Prime Minister Wilson’s ostensible 
reason for devaluation—speculation 
against the pound after failure to ob- 


tain sufficient loan guarantees—says . 


this is nonsense. It claims the prob- 
lem was. that with its foreign re- 


serves run down to a dangerous level 
again, Britain escalated its demands 
for loans, from $1 billion to $2 bil- 
lion and finally to $5 billion, and this 
was finally too much for the credi- 
tor nations. 


So far-as the dollar is concerned, 
Dr. Otmar Emminger, director of 
West Germany’s central bank, the 
Bundesbank, said publicly last week 
that as long as the American deficit 
continues, “American statements 
about maintaining the gold parity of 
the dollar and the full convertibility 
of the dollar are not going to be 
credible.” The problem with the dol- 
lar, as with the pound, is not specu- 
lators but a possibility of weakness 
which forces the speculators—who 
are, after all, trying to protect their 
own position—to exchange their dol- 
Jars and pounds for gold. 


The Europeans, with the excep- 
tion of France, have rallied round 
the dollar and the pound twice now 
within three weeks. But if the 
feeling persists in European circles 
that the British cannot move quick- 
ly to get back on their feet, and if 
there is no indication that the United 
States is willing to take drastic steps 
to curb inflationary demands and to 
hold down the outflow of, capital, at- 
tempts to bolster the dollar and the 
pound may run into still heavier op- 
position. :

If there has been the saving of a 
billion or more reported by the president 
of the treasury board, then we must 
necessarily believe that the original 
figures were not merely gleams in the 
eyes of deputy ministers but the actual 
spending intentions of a government 
which last year increased expenditures 
by en incredible 13.7 per cent and has 
been expanding the public service at the

$200 million. By this ingenious method, a 
bit “more than 6 per cent becomes 
“barely 4 per cent” and the trick is 
achieved. without even pushing a button 
on a computer. .

a number sacrificial, a few long overdue 
reforms, end many unwelcome restraints 
on colleagues who have ‘been temporarily 
forbidden to do what comes naturafly in 
these expansionist days. 


CBC Vagueness 


Some questions arise, Thus we are 
told that the capital budget of the CBC is 
being cut back by $5 million to $25 
million. As for the operating budget — 
about $133 million this year, not counting 
the epecial centennial’ expenses — the 
request has been trimmed by $11 miiBion 
end the corporation is to be responsible 
for international broadcasting (about $3.8 
million this year). But what was the $11 
miiltien trimmed from and is the 
budget down from 1967-487. These 
relevant.questions but instead of answer- 
ing -them, Mr. Benson bristled with 
indignation. Why? 

We find that the CBC originally asked 
for $57 milion on capital, which would 
have meant an increase of 90 per cent 
over the present year, If this is the 
measure of the fealism of estimates 
originally submitted, Mr. Benson may be 
far less of a monster than we might 
otherwise suppose. How much blood was 
actually shed and how much water? 


More generally, there are two points - 


to be made, When. a program ‘is 
eliminated there is not only a present 


but also a future saving. Obviously this 
is not true of deferments. Apart from 
the Dominion Coal Board, whose func- 
tions are transferred partly to the new 
Cape Breton Development Corporation, 
partly to energy, mines and resources, 
nothing much is being scrapped. 

Mr. -Benson’s list fairly bulges, 
however, with deferments and postpone- 
ments. 

Thix is like compressing a coil spring 
in gcvernment. We may be reasonably 
sure that, once the season of stringency 
nas passed, ministers and their deputies 
wil be back to the treasury board 
arguing that there is a moral obligation to 
grant what they previously were denied. 
This applies even to the Northumbertand 
causeway, for though a drastic escala- 
tion in estimated costs has forced 
deferment and thorough review, Mr. 
Benson bas given a new pledge that the 
government will honor its commitments, 
Watch government expenditures when 
the spring is released. 


Disregarding Priorities 


Mr. Benson’s harrowing account 
leaves the impression that the depart- 
ments have been induced to economize 
on something like a fair shares basis. 
Mr. Hellyer will have to get along for a 
year without his new transport head- 
quarters, Mr. Mcliraith without his 
underground parking garage and Mr. 
Greene without his hog and lamb 
premium payments, But not all govern- 
ment departments and government serv- 
ices are equally important.

Again it was interesting to learn on 
Thursday that the active promotion of 
the sale of Canadian government ennui- 
ties is to be discontinued end the sales 
staff disbanded.

It said; ‘“The 
decision to discontinue promotion of the 
sale of annuities will have little effect on 
the head office staff (of 145). The 
occupants of any head office - positions 
which may become redurdant can be 
absorbed. elsewhere in the department.” 

So they are safe. What about the sales 
officers (52) who are not public 
servants? Some will become public 
servants to staff seven. regional service 
offices; some will be pensioned; and a 
few will have to seek other employment. 
We save on the few but it doesn't sound 
like a slaughter. 
- However, it ts important that the 
government's educational campaign, 
kicked off with Mr. Benson's message, 
should succeed for otherwise, inflation 
will continue to rage and when the 
ministers come back with their deferred 
demands and those which have devel- 
oped in the meantime, the costs of 
everything will have soared even further. 
We must at least make an effort to be 
impressed by Mr. Benson because the 
altermative is too horrible to contem- 
plate.

Less than two months ago 
the constitutional committee 
of the Quebec Liberal Party 
presented to the party conven- 
tion a hefty document on the 
state of Ottawa-Quebec rela- 
tions. The disposition of the 
various parts of the document 
in the charged political atmos- 
phere which followed Rene 
Levesque’s declaration for in- 
dependence is not as import- 
ant as the fact the document 
appeared. 


The chairman of the com- 
mittee was an outstanding 
constitutional _lawyer-_and 
former Lesage cabinet, mem- 
ber, Paul Gerin-Lajoie, Other 
committee members were 
lawyers and scholars. The 
document argues in support of 
a “new federalism” — a 


future for Quebec inside Con- —-— 


federation — and. against 
separatism, and yet, at the 
same time, it is a most 


disturbing revelation of the 
gulf between. Canadians — in 
Quebec and Canadians else- 
where. 

First of all there is not 
much- more than a perfunc- 
tory nod in the direction of 
the propositiori that Quebeck- 
ers are Canadians. But per- 
haps we should be grateful for 
any crumbs here. And these 
words do appear: 

“We- are aware of the 
bonds, the complementary 
activities, the countless econ- 
omic ties in which all Cana- 
dians have learned to live and 
which constitute the back- 
ground of the Canadian ven- 
ture. As some people have 
rightly pointed out, nothing 
forces us to demolish this 
common venture; on the 
contrary, everything demands 
that both parties should main- 
tain its structure.”

What is Canada, our home 
and native land? It is a 


~“venture,” a-‘structure,”” and 


the constitutional committee 
of the Liberal party of the 
province of Quebec is aware 
of its existence! 

There is no warmth. There 
is no generosity.

sorbed in 200 years of contact. 
But what there is, and let us 
state it boldly, is an abysmal 
ignorance. of our history, 
including our legal history.

jes? Well, it is one $tep ahead 
of Le Grand Charles who has 
just derided it as the act of 
the “British Queen.” 

And also we are told that in 
1867--the—“State--of —Quebec"* 
came into existence. Our copy 
of the British North American 
Act reads (Section 5); ‘The 
part which; formerly consti- 
tuted the Province of Lower 
Canada shall constitute the 
Province of Quebec.” The 
legislature of the Province of 
Quebec may well bring into 
existence in 1967 the State of 
Quebec. But the BNA Act 
certainly did not do so,

So this cémmittee declares 
against separatism and in the 
process shows that the chasm 
between our two cultures is 
wide and deep.

St., 
is a mathematics teacher at 
Victoria High. Looking for a 
toy both educational and 
entertaining, he detided to 
construct a miniature car- 
pemter set for his son. 

After experimentation, he 
found certain sizes and shapes 


lengths up to eight imches— 
could be ‘fitted together in 
dozens. of different ways to 
construct boats, planes, 
elastic guns, houses and so 
on.

Victoria's school for _ the 
mentally retarded is a cheerful 
place. 

Qpened in September, 1966, 
§t°is a small modern building 
with five bright classrooms 
and an avuditorium.

Thé teaching staff-of six are 
concerned and dedicated; ‘the 
children appear happy and 
affectionate. 

“Most of. the children at the 
échool have an IQ in the 30-50 
range. They are not capable 
of academic achievement but

many a case, Alvarez 
what the woman got was & 
badly scarred face. A strong 
acid painted on the skin must 
do harm. 

I hear of women who, when 
told that U.S. plastic surgeons 
will not do. such work, go to 
Japan or. Mexico .or some 
other country, hoping to find 
there a physician, or someone, 
who will do what they want 
done. It is a very dangerous 
thing for a layman or lay- 
woman to insist on getting in 
a foreign land some treatment 
that no good U.S. physician 
will give or is permitted to 


give. 
Another unwise and for- 
bidden treatment many 


women are now looking for is 
the injection into their small 
breasts of a chemical called 
silicone. I discussed this with 
the plastic -surgeon, and he 
said he is much afraid of it 
and would not think of using 
it. It could produce a lumpy 
breast which -would make the 
woman very unhappy; also, 
the silicone might later have 


to be dug out.

I lived through the years 
when liquid paraffin was 


injected to fill out hollows in 
women's faces, necks, and 
breasts. Later, some of these 


women had to have a difficult | 


operation performed to get rid | 


of the parafinomas or tumors 
produced by the chemical. 

Because of these disastrous 
results, every doctor stopped 
injecting paraffin, and all of 
us physicians who had to try 
to help those unhappy women 
now have no desire to try 
injecting another chemical — 
until it has been tried out on 
animals and perhaps on. the 
women who so want to be 
human guinea-pigs that they 
go to Japan to get the 
injections.

R and R 
A Major 
Industry

AUCKLAND, -N.Z. (CP)—R 
and R may not be a familiar 
term in.some parts of the 
world, ‘but lately it has 
become the basis of a major 
new industry in the Far East. 

R and R means -rest and 
recreation and it is eagerly 
awaited by troops fighting in 
South Vietnam—mainly 
American troops, but also for 
Australians, New Zealanders 
and men of other nationali- 
ties. 

After some moriths service 
in the war zone, varying 
according to national arrange- 
ments, troops become eligible 
for five days rest and. recrea- 
tion leave in another country. 
They have a wide choice of 
countries,” extending within 
the last few months even as 
far as Australia. 

Throughout ~the East, «the 
presence of large.numbers of 
free-spending servicemen with 
bulging paybooks, almost un- 
trapped in Vietnam, is a 
matter of great importance. 
However, it has also raised 
prices sharply for the ordi- 
nary tourist. 

MUFTI IS THE RULE 

The troops do not wear 
uniforms on R and R leave. 
Mufti is the rule, yet they are 
as obvious as if in, full 
regimentals. In Hong Kong, 
Bangkok, Taiepi, Tokyo, 
Manila, Sydney, Penang and a 
score of other cities, the 
young, pale, crewcut, rather 
sad, rather bitter young 
Americans are unmistakeable. 

And institutions have sprung 
up in vast quantity to cater to 
their feeds. They come by 
air, and.rapidly spread out to 
hotels in the main cities— 
regular tourist hotels and new 
hotels which seem to have 
come into existence mainly 
for this trade. 

Likewise, all the major 
cities have flocks of brightly 
lit new bars and night clubs 

catering to the visitors, com- | 
plete with coveys of hostesses 
and varying nationality. 

Hotel lobbies carrying a 
range of pamphlets giving the 
troops “information on local 
attractions and particularly on 
the habits and customs of the 
‘par girls—how much it costs 
fo buy them’ a drink, to talk 
with them at hourly rates, to 
take them out on the town. 

The information {usually 
stops at that point with-advice 
that any additional arrange- 
ments are a matter of indi- 
vidual negotiation. The evi- 
dence suggests that a large 
number of individual negotia- 
tions are made. 

Some ‘of the new hotels, | 
prominently labelled “Best 
place for R and R,” leave 
little doubt about their pur- 
pose and the range of facili- 
ties available. They carry 
such names as the Perfumed 
Garden or the Seventh 
Heaven. 

But the girls who serve as 
ubiquitous escorts to many of 
the troops are not visitors 
only to such new institutions. 
‘They can be seen hand —in 
hand with R and R leave 
personnel in main hotels in all -| 
the big cities at all hours.

They have 
other advantages to exploit. 

The most noteworthy 
feature of the whole R and R 
industry, however, is its quiet, 
sad orderliness, 

Australian ‘and New Zea- 
land troops on leave tend to 
be ebullient,.even riotous. But 
the Americans, by and large, 
raise remarkably little hell. 
Large numbers of them do 
not, in fact, make any contri- 
bution to the R and R 
caterers in Eastern cities. But 
even those who do seem to 
derive little evident~pleasure 
from it. 

They walk quietly hand in 
hand with their exotic butter- 
flies, talking quietly among 
themselves or to their girls. 
Ordinary American tourists 
make 10 times as much noise 

The girls chatter away gaily 
in bars like so many twitter- 
ing sparrows, but once con- 
tact has been established and 
a; 4emporary alliance formed, 
they also show less animation.

“I am now carrying out the duties of a postmaster but 
under the pay of the people,’ ‘said Mr. Gilson. ‘And it‘looks 
like I'm going to be busier than I ever was before.” 

Tuesday night Mr.-Gilson’*formally-signed over .the post 
office duties to a new appointee after an appeal to Ottawa to 
keep him as postmaster’ failed. 

Officially, the post office has been transferred from’ Mr. 
Gilson’s general store to a store across the street in this com- 
munity 35 miles northeast of Winnipeg. 

But as *‘postmaster under authorization of the people,”’ he 
set out on his first 15-mile trip to: East Selkirk with mail 
brought into his store by those who refuse to use the new 
postal establishment. 

The postal subscribers are paying Mr.: Gilson $200 a month 
to carry the mail—the same amount he was getting as-a 
government postmaster, he said, 

He said he has been given no choice in accepting the new 
appointment, “It's been forced on me. They threatened to 


‘stop shopping in my store and in the one across the street if 
I didn’t accept.”

Barley is a wonderful .cur- 
rency in Korea, 

Canadian money used to 
purchase barley can accom- 
plish three wonders. 

The Unitarian Service Com- 
mittee first gives 10 pounds 
per person to the people who 
are in dire need. They may be 
children, elderly persons too 
old to work or too handi- 
capped or just a family facing 
a sudden emergency. 

This barley literally keeps 
them alive—without the USC 
distribution, they would face 
starvation. 

But the USC is also using 
barley as payment in kind to 
men and women who are only 
too anxious to work in 
reconstruction and reclama- 
tion programs. 

For the assurance of enough 
food to keep their families 
alive, they will work long 
hours taking down mountains 
by hand and dumping them 
into the’ sea to reclaim marsh 
tand: 

The Koreans are a strong, 
energetic. péople, eager for 
the advancement of their 
country and the resurrection 
of an economy laid waste 14 
years ago. 

Some day this reclaimed 
Jand will be cover#d with 
factories, creating e m po y- 
ment and exports.
